Invention III related to a waveform reshaping device, 
wherein a saturable absorption substance having a saturable absorption characteristic 
is used in place of the soliton converter. Invention IV related to a Kerr-shutter. Invention 
V related to a pulse roller. Invention VI related to a soliton purifier. Invention VII related 
to a soliton noise controlling method.
